How H.K. Clipper 
Serves Pratas 


Two hundred miles ‘south-cast of 

Hongkong, on a direct airline be- 
tween Chinn and the Phillppincs, 
stands an historic graveyard of ships 
known as Pratas Rect, It is one of 
the most desolate spots on the Asiatic 
Const, inhabited for the sole reason 
that it has represented ao serious 
mennce to Chinese coastal shipping. 
The Chinese Navy long ago establish- 
ed a radio and weather station there 
in order to give advance reports on 
{he movements of typhoons in that 
arca and to warn the many = ships 
plying between the Philippincs and 
the Chinn Coast of the hazards re- 
presented by its shoals. 
* Standing in the path of practically 
every typhoon which sweeps the 
China Seas, [ts radio and weather 
stations arc manned by fifty Chinese 
who have long been inured to six- 
month periods of complete jsolation 
from th¢ outside world. 

For the first time since the 
establishment of the station on 
Pratas Reef this six months’ prisoner- 
ship is now belng broken once every 
seven days when there tumbles from 
the alr a bundle of Chinese ‘news- 
papers, It is the weekly gift of the 
crew of the Hongkong Clipper fly- 
ing in regular service between China 
and the Philippines. P

THE FUTURE OF 
PALESTINE 


No more difficult or thankless 
task has ever been encountered 
by any country than that facing 
Britain in its efforts to bring 
lasting peace and concord to 
Palestine. The Royal Commis- 
sion appointed to seek the 
solution of a problem which has 
hitherto defied statesmanship 
has now reported, and the 
British Government has accept- 
ed its recommendations. These 
are, in brief, the partitioning of 
the country into’ three States— 
one, Arab, to be united to 
Transjordan; another, Jewish; 
and the third under British 
mandate; providing for safe- 
guarding of sacred- places. and 
giving the Arabs access to the 
sea, In view of the racial anti- 
pathy which has_ so long per- 
sisted, the Commission frankly 
asserts that there can be no 
question of fusion or assimila- 
tion between Jewish and Arab 
cultures. Hence the. plan for 
splitting the country into 
three parts. It is a com- 
promise arrangement, admitted- 
ly, but it is difficultto see what 
other kind of treatment is pos- 
sible, Arabs are given national 
independence and Jews a Na- 
tional Home, with British in- 
fluence near at hand to preserve 
the balance, But there are 
already indications that the 
solution will not be generally

The Royal Commission’s, recom- 
mendations are presented In the final 
part of a bulky Blue Book of over 
400 pnites, After an exhnustive re~ 
view of past history and present clre 
cumstances, the conclusion ix reached 
that pence can only be maintained 
under mandate by repression, and 
that repression will not solve the pro~ 
blem. It will only exacerbate the 
quarrel, It will not help towards 
establishment of seH-poverning 
Palestine, ;: 

British people, says the report, will 
not finch from the task of continujng 
fo govern. Palestine “under mandate 
if they are in honour bound to do 60, 
but they would be justified in asking 
if there ts no other way in which 
their duty can .be done, 

The problem cannot be solved by
